Arctic convoy 
veteran Stan 
receives his 
war medal 


AT LAST 


MORE than seven 
decades after he 
risked his life to 
defeat the Nazis, 
Arctic convoy veteran 
Stan Cooper has been 
honoured by the 
Government. 

The 91-year-old has 
been presented with the 
new Arctic Star medal in 
recognition of his role in 
helping the Royal Navy 
deliver vital supplies to 
the Russians during the 
Second World War. 

Mr Cooper was then a 
21-year-old chief petty 
officer helping to protect 
a convoy of merchant 
ships carrying essential 
war supplies to the 
Soviets. 

His ship, HMS 
Faulknor, faced sub-zero 
conditions and the 
constant threat of attack 
as it sailed inside the 
Arctic Circle. 

Last year, the 
Government announced 
it would honour those 
who served with the 
Arctic Star medal. Mr 
Cooper was helped to 
apply by his daughter, 
Christine. 

The Bodicote resident 
remembered his convoy 
duties: "It was 30 
degrees below freezing. 

It was absolutely awful. 

"There was a 60ft 
swell - one minute we 
were looking at the 
propellers of the next 
boat, then we were 
looking down its funnel." 

The destroyer set out 
from the Orkney Islands 
with a crew of 200 on 
December 18, 1942. 

Mr Cooper said: "We 
were attacked both from 
the air and by German

submarines, but we 
managed to drive them 
off without losing any of 
the boats we were 


protecting." 

The "truly terrible 
journey" took a week 
and arrived in Murmansk 
on Christmas Day at 
8.45am. 

He said: "The captain 
said we could have a 
Christmas dinner. 

"But the turkeys in the 
hold were frozen solid. 
The cooks said we'd 
have to wait until Boxing 
Day, so they had time to 
thaw them out." 

The horrors of war 
turned even more surreal 
when the Russians 
invited the boys to a 
party. 

He said: "We sat and 
listened to three men 
playing accordions for a 
while, and then some - 
shall we say large - 
Russian women arrived 
in full uniform and with 
cartridge holders around 
their neck. 

"I think we were 
supposed to dance with 
them, but we didn't." 

He said the return 
journey - starting on 
December 30 - was "the 
worst anyone could 
imagine" with gale-force 
winds. 

He said: "We had to 
chip ice off the ship to 
prevent it becoming top 
heavy and overturning. 

"We saw German 
bombers and were on 
stand-by but thankfully 
they didn't attack." 

After being deployed 
to Italy, Mr Cooper was 
an instructor in anti¬ 


torpedo techniques. 

Later, when he returned 
to Oxfordshire, he 
worked as a caretaker at 
Barclays Bank in Oxford 
and then Banbury for 25 
years. 

After that he helped 
out as a volunteer for 20 
years getting people their 
appointments at 
Banbury's Horton 
General Hospital. 


Mr Cooper's Arctic 
Star medal was 
presented by former Irish 
Guardsman and Banbury 
Town Council member 
Kieron Mallon, a friend 
of Mr Cooper. He said: 
"It is impossible for us 
nowadays to imagine the 
horrific conditions that 
Stan and his fellow 
servicemen endured on 
the Arctic convoys. 

"The extreme cold, 


the roughest of seas, and 
attacks by air and on 
water by the Germans 
called for a special sort 
of bravery." 

About 1,400 merchant 
ships from the UK, US 
and Canada delivered 
supplies, 85 of which 
were sunk. Sixteen Royal 
Navy ships were also 
lost. The total loss of life 
is thought to be about 
3,000 men.

Drama as blaze hits 
town centre store

MORE than 60 firefighters 
from three counties tackled 
a blaze in the 99p Store's 
first-floor store room in 
Banbury. 

The fire service was called to 
the Bridge Street shop at 
2.04pm on Friday. 

Twelve fire engines, as well 
as four specialist support 
vehicles, from Oxfordshire, 
Warwickshire and 
Northamptonshire attended. 

The crew from Banbury 
arrived within minutes of the 
alarm being raised and were 
faced with a "developing fire in 
the store on the first floor", a 
fire service spokesman said. 

He added: "The incident 
involved a large amount of 
flammable goods in the store 
room. Crews using breathing 
apparatus, fought hard in 
extremely hot and arduous 
conditions to prevent the fire 
from spreading to the rest of the

property and neighbouring 
businesses." 

Staff from the 99p Store had 
evacuated shoppers. The fire 
service advised adjacent shops 
to do the same. 

Incident commander Gary 
Coupar said: "The quick arrival 
of the crews undoubtedly 
assisted in restricting the fire 
from spreading." 

The cause of the blaze is 


being investigated by both the 
fire service and Thames Valley 
Police. 

• Police are treating a fire at the 
front door of a house in Fairfax 
Close, Banbury, as arson. 

Officers were called to the 
blaze, which was put out by a 
member of the public, just 
before midnight on Friday. 

No one was injured. 

Inspector Claire Storry, from 


Banbury police, said: "We are 
taking this very seriously and 
want to hear from anyone who 
may know something about this 
incident." 

Police officers were patrolling 
the area on Saturday to reassure 
the public.

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Competing plans for ex-town centre hotel go before planners 


TWO competing plans to redevelop 
a derelict former hotel in the centre 
of Banbury could both win planning 
permission tonight, a council officer 
claims. 

Slighte Ltd - which owns Crown 
House - wants to turn the building 
into a 73-bedroom hotel and five 
apartments. 


But Cherwell District Council is 
also bidding to turn the 
Christchurch Court building - which 
has been empty for 20 years - into 
40 affordable flats. 

The council made a move in 
February to force the sale of the 
derelict building with a Compulsory 
Purchase Order. 


But Slighte immediately put in a 
planning application. They would 
have three years grace before 
having to start work if the firm gets 
permission from councillors tonight. 

Both plans also involve 
demolishing a mock-tudor building 
in Bridge Street, though the Trev & 
Pete’s Shearing Shed hairdressers 


would remain. Slighte wants to 
replace this building with a 
restaurant with five flats above, 
along with 12 flats in the main 
building, not part of tonight’s 
application. 

The council wants to knock it 
down and replace it with four flats 
and a shop.

She said a proposed 20m safety net would could have 
adverse landscape effects and would not completely 
halt the chance of golf ball flying over. 

Mayor of Banbury and golf club leaseholder Nicholas 
Turner said danger from balls "could force us to close 
the golf range down on health and safety grounds". 

The report before planners also says that the council 
was already meeting its Government house-building 
quota for the next five years. 

The Miller Homes plan - which would include a 
small supermarket - had not been listed on the council's 
planning policy blueprint, its Local Plan. 

Councillors approved a scheme for up to 350 homes 
on the other side of Warwick Road, north of Dukes 
Meadow Drive, in June. This had been included in its 
draft Local Plan. 

Some 30 residents objected to the Miller Homes plan, 
with concerns it would "destroy" the local countryside 
and increase traffic congestion. 

Karen Jones, of Sackville Court, Hanwell, said the 
council's draft Local Plan should be approved before 
any of its sites win planning permission. 

She added: "Development of the site would tend to 
erode the strategic gap between the village of Drayton 
and Banbury." 

Julie Rees, of Booth Road, Hanwell Fields, was 

among those who signed a letter opposing 
the scheme. This warned of an 
"unacceptable" increase in traffic and said 
that "the demand for housing was not as 
great as the council proposed". 

But 11 people supported the plan, saying it 
was a better site than the 350-home scheme 
already approved. 

James Williams, of Meadowsweet Way, 
was among those who backed a letter of 
support. It said: "This development would 
provide better traffic integration on Warwick 
Road and potentially lessen the impact of

PEOPLE in North Oxfordshire are the 
first in the country to be able to recycle 
their pots and pans in neighbourhood 
banks. 

Across the Cherwell district, there are 
now six metal banks where people can 
recycle items such as pots and pans, 


bicycle parts and metal hand tools. 

A Cherwell District Council 
spokesman said the banks were the first 
of their kind to be introduced in the UK. 

Nigel Morris, Cherwell's lead member 
for clean and green, said: "As a council, 
we have always placed a huge emphasis 


on recycling - so we are constantly 
looking at new ways to divert waste 
away from landfill and into the recycling 
system. 

"By providing residents with plenty of 
opportunities to recycle as many items 
as possible, we will achieve just that. 


The introduction of metal recycling is 
the latest stage in that vision." 

Last year people living in Banbury, as 
well as Bicester, Kidlington and 
surrounding villages, recycled more than 
3,200 tonnes of waste at the recycling 
sites.

for Young People. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
launched a pilot programme for 
around 30 teenagers with the 
help of the charity in 2011 and 
again in 2012. Now it is 
providing another four-week 
course that overlaps with OAYP's 
current programme. 

NCS project manager Jodie 
Leftwich said: "The programme 
is about encouraging youngsters 
to meet other people they may 
not usually mix with - be it 
pupils from private schools or 
state-funded schools - and 
getting them to work together in 
a unique programme." 

The first week included 
outdoor team-building activities 
in Hampshire, followed by 
camping at the Youlbury Scout 
Activity Centre in Boars Hill, 
where youngsters took part in a 
number of workshops. These 
included a first-aid session 
organised by the British Red 
Cross and a talk from the Young 
Classical Artists Trust. 

Miss Leftwich added: "What's 
amazing about the programme is 


just how quickly everyone 
became friends. 

"These teenagers were taken 
out of their comfort zones and 
learned how to pull together." 

One student, 1 7-year-old 
Archie Stay, said: "It was 
fantastic. I would say meeting 
new people was the highlight. 
We really got to know each 
other on tasks like the high 
ropes, where you had to put 
your trust in strangers. 

"I've got several ideas for my 
social action project. My main 
aim will be to provide some 
kind of service that brings youth 
in Oxfordshire together." 

The National Citizen Service 
costs £50 per participant, which 
covers the activities, 
accommodation, food and 
transport during the four weeks. 

Seventeen-year-old Iris Yeung 
said: "I've been really surprised 
how it went. I can't believe how 
close we've all become. 

"Now I really want to create a 
project that makes a significant 
difference to a local 
community." 

The 60 pupils will have a 
special citizen graduation at 
Oxford Brookes, Oxford, on 
September 7 to celebrate their 
efforts, funded by the university.

ABOUT 12,000 homes will be visited 
by council recycling staff to 
celebrate ten years of the green 
initiative in Cherwell. 

The six Cherwell District Council 
staff will visit homes across the 
district this month. 

Key messages will include the 
importance of food-waste recycling 


and fines that hit the council if it 
sends too much waste to landfill. 

Some 133,000 tonnes of district 
waste been recycled and 137,000 
tonnes composted over the last 
decade. 

The council said this had saved it 
£9.7m in landfill tax fines. 

Cherwell’s clean and green chief, 


Nigel Morris, said: “It has been ten 
years since we first introduced 
recycling in Cherwell and during 
that time our residents have shown 
incredible support for creating a 
cleaner and greener district. 

“Last year, 55 per cent of all 
waste was recycled in Cherwell - 
which is fantastic - but we are 


always looking for opportunities to 
increase this figure.” 

He added: “These visits will not 
only enable us to offer advice and 
information face-to-face, but give us 
the chance to personally thank 
people for the great work they have 
done so far and to continue to do so 
on a daily basis.”

Prison for man 
who 'looked after' 
big cocaine haul

A 23-YEAR-OLD man, who held on 
to £2,750 of cocaine out of "fear" 
from the person who gave it to him, 
has been jailed for 20 months. 

Naqash Hussain was found with 32g of 
the drug after a car he was in was stopped 
by police in Cherry Road, Banbury, on 
December 12. 

John Simmons, defending at Oxford 
Crown Court, said Hussain was asked to 
"look after the dealers' stash" by an un¬ 
named person. 

He said: "Sadly, his fear of 
repercussions was greater than his fear of 
displeasing the court." 

Mr Simmons added: "I respectfully 
suggest it was naive more than anything. 

"Of course he should have said: 'No, I 
want nothing to do with it'." 

Hussain, of Prescott Avenue, Neithrop, 
pleaded guilty to possessing a class-A 
drug with intent to supply.

Jonathan Stone, prosecuting, said he 
was one of five people in a Volkswagen 
Passat that had been stopped by officers 
acting on information. 

Hussain produced the drug - with a 
street value of £2,750 - at a police station 
when he was told his boxer shorts would 
be searched. 

Of the people in the car, two were 
charged, one entered a guilty plea for 



cannabis possession, two faced no 
charges and one was cautioned. 

There was "nothing at all" to indicate 
Hussain was dealer, but the quantity of 
drugs found on him could "not have been 
for personal use", Mr Stone said. 

Mr Simmons said Hussain had 13 
previous convictions, including vehicle 
theft, possession of cannabis and 
harassment. 

Judge Patrick Eccles conceded Hussain 
may have been "foolish." 

But he added: "It is an important part of 
the class-A drugs chain that somebody 
like you can be persuaded to agree to 
look after a consignment of drugs when 
the dealers wish to avoid the risk of 
detection." 

Judge Eccles added: "You have been in 
frequent contact with the law. You 
demonstrated little respect for the law or 
for other people." 

Yet he gave him credit for an early 
guilty plea. 

Hussain was also told to pay a £100 
victims' surcharge.

County's 
111 health 
hotline 'is 
effective' 

NHS bosses have moved to 
reassure the public about the 
future of Oxfordshire’s 111 non¬ 
emergency telephone service. 

It comes after NHS direct, 
which provides 11 of the 46 
regional contracts, announced it 
was seeking to pull out of its 
contracts due to financial 
problems. 

The Oxfordshire service, which 
was launched in 2012, is provided 
by South Central Ambulance 
Service. GP out-of-hours services 
are provided by Oxford Health. 

Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group’s (OCCG) 
governing body agreed on July 25 
to discuss extending the current 
contracts until July 2015. 

Dr Angela Jones, OCCG clinical 
governance lead for 111 in 
Oxfordshire, said: “We would like 
to reassure people that although 
NHS 111 has experienced 
difficulties elsewhere in the 
country, the service in Oxfordshire 
provides a high-quality, safe and 
effective service for patients. 

“It is under continuous review 
by the Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group to ensure 
this level of service is 
maintained.” 

OCCG said a February survey of 
patient satisfaction with 111 in 
Oxfordshire found 84 per cent of 
patients were happy with the 
service.

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■ Judge imposes community order after 'grab' at a 14-year-old 

Man admits 'bottom pat' 


A MARRIED man who admitted 
"grabbing" a 14-year-old girl's 
bottom has been given a 
community order. 

Oxford Crown Court was told last 
week that David Sherburn, 38, worked 
with the teenager at a charity shop in 
Banbury in 2011. 

She had asked him to buy alcohol for 
her and her friends. After he did, 
Sherburn asked for a kiss, prosecutor 
Michael Roques said.

She refused but agreed to a hug. As 
she walked away, he "grabbed" her 
bottom, Mr Roakes added. 

The court was told that Sherburn also 
sent the 14-year-old "smutty" text 
messages, including a picture of his 
private parts. 

The offence came to light after a 
friend of the teenager told their mother 


about the alcohol, who then informed a 
teacher, the court was told. 

Police initially charged Sherburn, 
who lives in Bloxham Road, Milcombe, 
with a grooming offence but this was 
later changed to sexual assault of a 
child. 

Judge Mary Mowat said: "You 
pleaded guilty at the earliest possible 
opportunity to sexual activity with a 
child, which consisted of grabbing or 
patting a girl of 14 on the bottom. 


"It is quite clear you were attracted to 
her, you admitted as much, but she used 
you to buy alcohol for her and her 
friends, which of course you should not 
have done." 

Judge Mowat said a three-year sexual 
offenders order would be "over-kill" and 
gave Sherburn a community order, with 
a 12-month supervision requirement. 

She added: "That in itself is quite a 
heavy punishment, in my view, for an 
offence of this kind."

Rethink is urged over 


civic wind farms policy 


WIND farm policy in North 
Oxfordshire could be 
reviewed over concerns it 
allows them to be located 
too near to homes. 

Cherwell District Council is 
set to re-examine its 2011 
policy over fears it could face 
high costs over planning battles. 

In 2010, the Planning 
Inspectorate overturned a 
council decision and approved 
a £10m plan for four turbines 
between Fritwell and Fewcott. 

This cost the council £7,007 
in legal fees. Permission has run 
out and developer Bolsterstone 
PLC has applied for another 
three years. 

And a 86.5m-high turbine 
has also been approved for 
Cherwell Valley Services, off the

M40 at Ardley. Caversfield 
district councillor Jon O'Neill 
plans to urge the council's 
overview and scrutiny 
committee to carry out a review 
of the policy. 

He claimed the council "does 
not currently have in operation 
a robust policy for the 
development of wind farms". 

The key is the Cherwell 
guidelines that suggest how 
close turbines can be to homes 
- at least 800m away - and no 
less than three times the 
turbine's height, he said. 

Currently the policy is that 
settlements of more than ten 
homes should not have turbines 


in more than 90 degrees of their 
field of view for a distance of 
5km. 

Turbines should also be 
refused if visually intrusive or 
noisy within 400m of properties 
and within 2km of "heritage 
assets". 

Mr O'Neill said the council 
was "already paying the price in 
terms of planning appeal costs". 

The Conservative called for a 
"full review and for the creation 
of a stronger and more robust 
policy". 

He said: "I am not looking to 
ask for a specific change. What 
I am asking for is to make sure 
it is robust and proper and gives 
value for money." 

This was vital in light of the 
new guidance and because the 


previous policy was written at 
the "11th hour" to address the 
Fewcott plan, he said. 

It comes after the 
Government released new 
guidance about renewable 
energy, like wind farms. 

It said plans did "not 
automatically override local 
environmental and heritage 
protections and the concerns of 
local communities". 

Nigel Hall, of Hanwell, was 
among those who successfully 
fought plans for five to eight 
turbines of 130m - almost as 
high as Blackpool Tower - in 
2011. It was rejected on appeal. 

He said of the policy: "I don't 
think it is robust enough for the 
villages. I don't think they take 
into account the impact on the 


look of the area." 

Ardley Parish Council's Ian 
Corkin, who opposed the 
Bolsterstone plan, said 
guidelines should be part of the 
council's "Local Plan" - a 
blueprint of future planning 
policy. 

The Fewcott resident said: 
"The guidelines, as they are 
written, would be robust 
enough if they were properly 
adopted into the Local Plan." 

James Macnamara, the 
councillor who drew up the 46- 
page 2011 policy, welcomed a 
review. 

But he said the plans must be 
"defendable" for appeals, 
adding: "If a decision is too 
severe, then it will be knocked 
back."

THAMES Valley Police has 
shown one of the “strongest 
responses” to public funding 
cuts, the UK’s police 
inspectorate has said. 

Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary praised the force’s 
bid to cut £56.3m from its 
budget between 2011 and 2015 - 
a 12 per cent reduction. 

It has already saved £33.4m by 
limiting officer recruitment, 
cutting police staff from 3,000 to 
a final 2,779 and centralising 
office services, like HR. 

While the total number of 
officers are to fall from 4,343 to 
4,285, those manning the 
frontline will rise from 88 to 92 


per cent, one of just four forces 
set for an increase. 

The Inspectorate’s report said: 
“Thames Valley Police faces a 
smaller savings requirement 
over this spending review period, 
compared to other forces, but its 
low cost base presented a 
challenge from the outset.” 

Yet it said there had been 
“significantly fewer reductions” 
than other forces but kept a 
“strong focus on service delivery 
and crime”. 

From 2010 to 2013, non-fraud 
crime fell 21 per cent, compared 
to 13 per cent in the rest of 
England and Wales. 

It handled fewer crimes and 


calls than most. 

Detection rates were 24.9 per 
cent, below the 27 per cent UK 
average, although a public 
survey found more people were 
seeing police on the beat. 

The report found: “The force 
has demonstrated one of the 
strongest responses to the 
funding challenge.” 

Chief Constable Sara Thornton 
praised her officers and said: “It 
is because of this hard work that 
the force has been able to deal 
with the austerity cuts so 
effectively, maintaining frontline 
officers and staff, and cutting 
crime across the three counties 
it covers.”

Shock over 
statistics of 
junior crime 

CHILDREN in the county under 
the age of ten have been linked 
to crimes including rape, 
possession of firearms, and 
assault. 

The Thames Valley Police 
statistics show 108 youngsters, 
aged between six and nine, were 
involved in crimes between April 
2010 and March this year. 

Children under the age of ten 
cannot be held criminally 
responsible, so no charges can be 
brought by police. 

The figures reveal in Oxford last 
year - April 2012 to March 2013 - 
two six-year-olds were linked to

criminal damage of vehicles and 
an eight-year-old was involved in a 
serious assault. In West 
Oxfordshire, a five-year-old was 
linked to a sexual assault on a boy 
under the age of 13 in 2011/2012 
and in the Cherwell area an eight- 
year-old was involved in a 
harassment crime. 

In the South and Vale, 
youngsters were linked to crimes 
including being in charge of a 
dangerously out-of-control dog and 
rape of a girl under the age of 13. 

In 2011/2012, a nine-year-old was 


involved in a possession of a 
firearm crime. 

Last November, it was reported 
that 1,924 children aged 17 or 
under had committed crimes in 
Oxfordshire in a year. 

The Freedom of Information 
figures also revealed a 12-year-old 
sex offender, a 13-year-old drug 
criminal, an 11-year-old fraudster, 
a 12-year-old burglar, and a ten- 
year-old questioned over a vehicle 
crime. 

In May this year, it was revealed 
that Thames Valley Police took 
DNA swabs from 1,736 children, 
aged 17 or younger, in 2011. One 
sample came from a two-year-old.

Charity in call for 
lessons to help 
guard children 


THE NSPCC wants to stage child 
sexual exploitation lessons in 
Oxfordshire primary schools, 
because of concerns that vital 
messages are being missed. 

The child protection charity is 
seeking volunteers to take its free 
ChildLine service assemblies and 
workshops to the county's primaries 
from next month. 

The move comes in the wake of the 
May conviction of seven men for 
operating a sex gang that targeted 
vulnerable young girls in Oxford - 
investigated by police as part of 
Operation Bullfinch. 

The charity said it had had "positive 
meetings" with Oxfordshire County 
Council - which is responsible for child 
protection. The authority is to alert all 
schools about the service on offer. 

So far, 1 7 schools have already been 
contacted by the charity. Four have

expressed an interest. 

The charity's head of strategy and 
development, Jon Brown, said the issue 
could be taught in personal, social and 
health education lessons. 

But he said: "We feel it is delivered 
in far too a diverse a way in schools. 
Some do it very well, others do not do 
it all. 

"The fragmentation of the education 
system, with the arrival of academies 
and free schools, has, to some extent, 
altered the coherent approach that was 
previously in place." 

The charity had wanted to operate 
the service in the county before 
Operation Bullfinch, he said, but had 
not been able to recruit a manager. 

The programme had been brought to 
more than 200,000 primary school 
children in other parts of the UK since 


it was established two years ago. 

One of the charity's workshop 
managers, William Shaw, said: "We 
know a lot of children and young 
people who call us, are of secondary 
school age. But they often say that 
incidents happened when they were a 
lot younger." 

Volunteers, particularly those with 
experience of communicating with 
young children, will go online and 
finish their training with a two-day 
face-to-face session, he said. All 
volunteers are criminal records bureau 
checked. 

Oxfordshire MP Nicola Blackwood - 
who was closely involved with the 
Bullfinch case - said she was "very 
supportive" of the scheme. 

She said: "While this is a sensitive 
subject, it is important that we ensure 
that children in this age group are 
given the tools and support they need 
to keep themselves safe."

SAM Clark is a hero of mine, not least because 
she cooks like a goddess but mainly because she's 
made it in a man's world without taking them on 
at their own game. 

Sam has relied instead on her innate skill and food 
knowledge to get to the top, despite being self-taught. 

Headlining the Wilderness Festival's culinary line-up 
for the third year running, Sam can't wait for the fun to 
begin, not that she's under any illusions of how much 
hard work is involved - having served thousands of 
people at the event last year. 

And yet 1 6 years ago, when she first opened her 
restaurant, Moro, she wondered if she was about to lose 
everything. But, because of the Clarks' pared-back style, 
fresh ingredients and Moorish food, it was an instant hit. 

Having fine-tuned her culinary skills at a gastropub, 
and then alongside Jamie Oliver at the River Cafe, Sam 
had always been desperate to open her own place, 
alongside her husband Sam (she's a Samantha, he's a 
Samuel). 

The Clark's honeymoon had consisted of three months 
in a campervan driving through Spain, Morocco and the 
Sahara, while exploring the very food they were about 
to start cooking. She said: "It gave us an edge and made 
our food richer and more authentic - something you just 
can't get from a cookbook." 

The Clarks have since opened up a tapas bar and are 
now branching into festivals and food markets to spread 
the "Moro" word. Sam added: "It's all self-inflicted but 

we want to keep up 
with the food 
theme and vibe 
because it's 
exploded 
recently. 

Yet 

regardless of 
the 

achievements 
and accolades, the 
successes, books, 
and new openings, 

Sam remains very 
much in the 
background, 
avoiding the

profile chefs. "Yes, I'm quite shy," she admits, "So when 
I met Sam, my-husband-to-be, it was very gradual. 
Talking about food was a great ice breaker." 

Impossible to imagine them apart now, the pair 
manage their little empire alongside a growing family 
(their children are 12, ten and three). 

And yet Sam almost didn't venture into cooking at all, 
admitting that she "drifted" into food, rather than having 
an action plan. 

She said: "I went to school and uni, spent time in 
France and Italy, discovered Spain, came home and fell 
into a job as a waitress. Then I talked to the chef one 
day and he offered me a job in the kitchens. I had only 
cooked for family and friends, so I had a very hard six 
months months cutting and burning myself - but learned 
how to cook. It felt very natural and I have never looked 
back. 

"All my childhood memories are about food in a 
semi-obsessive way. My grandmother lived in the South 
of France, so we went to Provence every summer. She 
was an amazing cook. 

"But when I told my mum I was going to be a chef, I 
think she was a bit disappointed." 

When not working, food still dominates at home too. 
The pair enjoy working on their allotment and travelling. 
"We shamelessly nick the other allotment holders' 
recipes," Sam laughs. "But they always give us things to 
try out and are so proud of their heritage." 

They have just returned from a holiday in Turkey with 
"wonderful pistachios, kebabs, meats, breads and 
salads. 

"We can never be away from Moro for more than two 
weeks but it's also important to stay inspired and push 
ourselves in terms of new menus and to stimulate our 
chefs, so it's vital to travel as well. 

"I've just been to Paris, Sam's been to Istanbul, and 
then we're going to northern Spain to do part of the 
Pilgrims Trail and eat the simple but delicious food - 
chickpea stews, fish, white beans, bread." 

Any Moro fans who went to Wilderness last year will 
be equally as spoiled. "This year we are using produce 
sourced on the Cornbury estate - lamb slow roasted on 
a spit, Daylesford fruit and veg and goats cheese from 
Windrush Valley. 

"Wilderness perfectly fits the park - it's a great mix of 
culture, music and food. 

"This year we are pre-armed with a new menu and 
100 staff, so we know what to expect." 

Seasoned festival-goers then? "We loved it last year - 
we get a real buzz from it, so it's a real privilege to be 
involved."

T wo years ago, Bridesmaids 
wooed UK audiences with the 
wickedly foul-mouthed antics 
of six 30-something women 
behaving badly. Paul Feig's 
hysterical film was nominated for 
two Oscars, including a richly 
deserved nod for Melissa McCarthy 
as Best Supporting Actress with her 
unforgettable portrayal of a raunchy 
singleton, desperate to get her man. 

McCarthy's comic whirlwind 
blows to gale force ten once again 
in The Heat, an oestrogen-fuelled 
buddy cop caper that proves ladies 
can be every bit as politically 
incorrect and rough V tumble as 
the lads. 

In a rare instance of perfect 
casting, she is paired with Oscar 
winner Sandra Bullock, who is one 
of the few A-list actresses willing 
and, more importantly, able to 
humiliate herself on screen for our 
amusement. 

The two leads spark off each 
other brilliantly, milking belly 
laughs from Katie Dippold's hit-and- 
miss script that both embraces and 
subverts hoary cliches of the genre. 

Every time the joke of the 
mismatched heroines threatens to 
wear thin, Bullock and McCarthy 
crank up the slapstick and verbal 
one-upwomanship, including a 
brilliantly simple visual gag with a 


knife that draws as many winces as 
guffaws. 

FBI Special Agent Sarah Ashburn 
(Bullock) is one of the brightest 
operatives in the New York field 
office run by Hale (Demian Bichir). 
Unfortunately, her lack of people 
skills rubs colleagues up the wrong 
way. 

Hale dispatches Sarah to Boston, 
promising her promotion if she can 
work with the local detectives to 
bring down an enigmatic drug 
kingpin named Larkin. 

"You do well with this, we can 
talk about the job," he promises. 

In Boston, Sarah clashes with 
rebel cop Shannon Mullins (Melissa 
McCarthy), who has bullied the 
men at her precinct into cowering 
submission. 

When someone suggests 
Shannon might be racist, she 
counters at full volume, "9/10 guys 
I have sex with are black!" 

Sarah refuses to submit to 
Shannon's intimidation but knows 
that she must work with this loose 
cannon for the sake of promotion. 
So, the two women reluctantly join 
forces to unmask Larkin. 

Unfortunately, their haphazard 
tactics jeopardise a long-running 
undercover operation masterminded 
by DEA agents Adam (Taran Killam) 
and Craig (Dan Bakkedahl). 

If the litmus test for any comedy 
is how much you laugh out loud, 
then The Heat sizzles. 

Bullock and McCarthy are a

up for economy

T he cliche of not judging a 
book by its cover never 
applied to any car as much 
as the new SEAT Toledo. 

Externally there is nothing fussy, 
fancy or flash about the car, and 
even less to write home inside. But 
don't be fooled by first impressions. 

Combine this apparently plain 
Jane with the right engine and you 
have a family car of truly 
impressive proportions. 

The fourth-generation Toledo 
combines saloon looks with the 
flexibility of a five-door hatchback, 
and with prices starting at about 
£12,500, the emphasis is firmly on 
value. No frills and definitely no 
thrills, the major plus point of the 
Toledo is space — lots of it. 

Built on an extended version of 
the Ibiza platform, the car has a 
longer wheelbase than the previous 
model to give plenty of room for 
passengers and a truly whopping 
boot, accessed from a wide- 
opening tailgate. 

Comfortably seating five adults, 
the amount of space is matched by 
a range of five engines that deliver 
impressive fuel economy, with a 
choice of five- and six-speed 
manual gearboxes and a seven- 
speed DSG twin-clutch automatic. 
Choose the Ecomotive version and 
economy rockets from the merely 


impressive to astonishing. The 105 
horsepower engine fitted to the 
Ecomotive, the most efficient car in 
the range, is clearly tuned for 
maximum efficiency, with a 
leisurely 0-62mph acceleration 
time of 10.6 secs. Aside from its 
104 g/km CO 2 emissions rating, 
which gives it a free tax disc during 
the first year of ownership and just 
£20 per year thereafter, the Toledo 
Ecomotive delivers great fuel 
economy for a car with so much 
space. 

SEAT claims the test model's 1.6- 
litre turbo-diesel, with stop-start 
technology, can deliver day-to-day 
fuel consumption of 70mpg, giving 
a theoretical range of more than 
800 miles on a full tank. My mix of 
rush-hour crawling and motorway 
cruising couldn't match that, but 
still gave a full-tank range of well 
over 700 miles.

Driverless cars take a step closer to reality 


DRIVERLESS cars are back in the 
news following the 
Government's decision that 
trials will be allowed to take 
place on UK roads. 

The most surprising thing about 
this announcement, though, is 
that many drivers aren't aware 
how much technology of these 
fully driverless cars is already 
in their possession. 

As long ago as 2004, Mercedes- 
Benz fitted radar-guided cruise 
control to its range-topping S- 
Class, the luxury saloon that 
has always been the showcase 
for the latest technology. 

Rather than the common cruise 


control that simply maintained 
a set speed, the guidance 
system used front-mounted 
radar to monitor the road 
ahead and the distance to the 
car (or any object) in front. 

If the gap closed to below the pre¬ 
determined distance it would 
gently apply the brakes, and 
when the gap opened again 
accelerate back to the set 
speed. It had a remarkable 
range of operation between 0- 
124mph, so that hundreds of 
miles could be covered without 
the driver touching the pedals 
at all. Almost a decade on, 
radar-cruise control is available 


on a wide range of cars. 

Honda took a similar system to a 
new level with the introduction 
of its AKAS technology. Using a 
second radar camera mounted 
in the windscreen, it picked up 
on dividing white lines on dual 
carriageways and motorways 
and, once activated, it would 
add very subtle steering inputs 
to keep the car perfectly 
between the lines. It wasn't a 
hands-off system, merely one 
designed to reduce driver 
fatigue. Remove your hands 
from the wheel altogether and 
the system would detect it and 
de-activate.
